PLANNING MANAGEMENT COORDINATION 


Planning Management Coordination is the title 
given to one of the elements of the Comprehensive 
Planning Program, which encompasses work activi- 
ties designed to aid in implementing plans which 
have been developed, and provides public informa- 
tion as required. 

After 4 comprehensive plan or its elements have 
been adopted, programs of capital improvements 
are developed to implement the plan. The ability 
to carry out these programs depends upon the 
availability of funding and the willingness to com- 
mit funds to the projects contained in the capital 
improvement program. 


PROJECT NOTIFICATION AND REVIEW SYSTEM 
(PNRS) 


Federal programs, created by various legislative 
acts, provide many opportunities for obtaining this 
funding assistance. However, to ensure judicious 
use of these funds and to eliminate duplication of 
effort, procedures have been instituted which re- 
quire review by comprehensive planning agencies 
and comment as to the consistency of proposed 
projects and/or programs with areawide compre- 
hensive plans. 

At the present time over 130 different Federal 
programs require this review. The procedures 
governing this process are set forth in Office of 
Management and Budget Circular A-95, as amend- 
ed. 

The proper title for the procedure is ‘’Project 
Notification and Review System”. The title indi- 
cates the responsibilities of the review organiza- 
tions which are designated as clearinghouses. 


These are as follows: 


(1) The distribution of notices to any and all po- 
tentially affected agencies and municipal or county 
jurisdictions of proposed projects or service pro- 
grams which might have some impact upon their 
particular area or duplicate some on-going project 
or program. 

(2) The review by the Areawide Planning Agen- 
cy of the projects or program proposals to deter- 
mine if they are consistent with the Comprehensive 
Areawide Plan. 

Normally, two levels of Clearinghouses are estab- 
lished; the Metropolitan Clearinghouse and a State 
Clearinghouse. 

The Area Planning Board was certified by the 
Secretary of Housing and Urban Development as 
the Areawide Review Agency (Clearinghouse) for 
Palm Beach County, Florida. Notification of this 
certification was received June 20, 1967. The Of- 
fice of Management and Budget utilized the Depart- 
ment of Housing and Urban Development to aid in 
selecting the most appropriate Metropolitan Clear- 
inghouse in each Metropolitan Area. 


The Governor named the appropriate State Of- 
fice to function as the State Clearinghouse. In 
Florida this also occurred in June of 1967. 


Some years later, after the state had defined 
State Planning Districts, Regional Clearinghouses 
were designated by the Governor for each of the 
state districts. 


The Metropolitan Clearinghouse is responsible 
for notifying all locally affected jurisdictions and 
agencies; the State Clearinghouse has the same 
functions and responsibilities, except that it noti- 
fies only State departments and agencies and com- 
ments with respect to State plans.
